Tho treaties were bad, and 
it isalmoat impossible to believe that shrowd 
British statesmen or officials: could have 
displayed such a lack of, foresight ag to 
commit an act of wanton injustice to the 
trado of their own country. ‘ 
Under the treaties with Belgium and 
the German Zollverein we bound ourselves 
not to accept any areater commercial ad- 
vantages from out Colonies than could be 


Wo bound our Colonies by these 
treaties, and in roturn wo yeceived no rocip- 
rocal advantages from Belgian or Ger- 
many. Under the most-fayoured-nation 
clouses, any othor Power could step in 
and benefit under the  treatics.

German 
treaty’ 1s as follows :—‘ The stipulations 
of the preceding Articles “shall also 
bo applied to the colonies and for- 
eign possessions of her Britannic Majesty. 
In thoge colonies or possessions the pro- 
duce of the States of the Zollvereia shall 
not be subject to any higher or other im- 
port duties than the produto of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 'or 
of any other country of the“like Isind ; nor 
‘shall the exportation from: those colonies 
or possessions to the Zollverein be subject 
to any higher or other duties than the cx-_ 
portation to the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland.’

Don, Antonio Canovas ‘del Castillo. (whose 
assassination is announced by Reuter) was 
born of humblb’ parents in Malaga, Amr 
dalusia, in 1824. He was educated; in o 
Monastig Tnstitution,” and went to Madrid 
while still young, obtaining a ‘poat on the 
staff of- one of the newspapcrs. After 
suffering many privations, his talent ‘soon 
brought -him .to the front. In Spain, -all 
those who have reached: the highest pin- 
acto “in. tho political world have. passed 
thoir training a8 journalists, and as in that 


‘gountry everyone suffers more or less from 


political monomania, consequently alt those 
possessed of the talent to write become 
journalista. . But’ from tho thousands that 
ayo wrécked in the sea of ambition relative- 
ly few anoeaved, and one of the most for- 
tunate of the latter has been Canovas del 
Castillo. :
